Subject: Garment and Knitwears Export Entitlement (Quota) Policy (2000-2004), in respect of countries 
where such exports arc covered by restraints under the provisions of the Agreement on Textiles 
and Clothing. 

No. i/!49/99-Exports-L — E Attention is invited to Notification No. 1/128/99 Exports-I dated 
12 November, 1999, which was amended subsequently by Notifications of even number 
dated 10 th December, 1999 and 7 th February, 2000, the Notification No. 1/68/2000 dated 13 th 
June 2000, Notification No.l/133/2000-Exports-I dated 20 th November 2000 and Notification 
No. 13/33/2000-Exports-I dated 8 th January 2000 on the above mentioned subject. It .has been 
decided to further amend the Notification as follows: 


2. The following may be added after Sub-para 5(xiv): 

“(xv) In addition to above, transfers mutually agreed to between the parties, not 
necessarily through ETS, may also be allowed.”

. The following may be added after Sub-para 16 (i): 
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“(ii) However, the exporter has the opportunity to approach DG, AEPC for review 
of orders passed by any authority on behalf of QAA in following cases: - 

a) If the order contains factual/calculation mistakes. 

b) If the new facts regarding proof of shipment have come into knowledge after 
passing the speaking order 

c) If certain facts which were available at the time of passing of speaking order 
could not be taken on board inadvertently or were taken into consideration 
incorrectly. 

(iii) The power to review orders may be excercised only by DG, AEPC and would 
not be delegated to the Council officers and that he would pass the review 
orders for reasons to be recorded in writing. Such review can be done by DG, 
AEPC under the following circumstances.- 

a) The exporter can approach QAA for review before going for an appeal. 

b) In case of pending appeal if an exporter desires, he can withdraw the appeal 
and fde the review application before the QAA.” 

4 Accordingly, the subsequent sub-paras will be re-numbered as (iv) to (xiv) 
respectively. 

5. All other terms and conditions of the Notification mentioned in Para 1 above will 
remain unchanged 
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
